Two Chonnel Lake families were 
gricf-strickcn as tiie result o( a dou- 
ble tragedy that occurred Sunday 
evening when an automobile oyvned 
and driven by Edward Nowicki, 31, in 
which his brother-in-law, Earl Dowell, 
was a passenger, struck the rear of a 
truck which slackened speed in front 
of them as it went up a slight grade 
about a mile north of the stale line 
on Highway 41 Sunday evening. 

Dowell was killed almost immedi- 
ately by the force of the impact. No- 
wicki was removed to the Kenosha 
hospital, where he died several hours 
later. His wife had been notified of 
the accident, and was at his bedside 
when he passed away. 

Both men were employed by the 
American Brass company, Kenosha. 
They were going south at the time 
of the accident, shortly before 7 p. 
m.. as was (he truck, a large tractor- 
trailer transport driven by Fred Doe- 
ing, 39, of Norwood Park, Chicago 
" for the Milwaukee Truck-service. 
Cause Is Unknown 

No apparent cause could be ascer- 
tained for the accident, according to 
Kenosha and Lake county sherilT's 
squads which hastened to the scene. 
Docing slated that he was proceeding 
at a rate between 25 and 30 miles an 
hour and that his vehicle had slowed

Two Worthy Causes Ask Our Co-operation 

Two campaigns are at present in progress in this 
community, and in other communities of the nation, 
which are deserving of all the support they can bo given. 

There may be persons who wouldn't give the most 
whole-hearted support of which they are capable to the 
Fourth War Bond drive, but if so, we haven't happened 
to meet any of thcnvyel. Even those wlio like to do a 
little "griping" about "sinking money into tliose bonds*' 
can generally be noticed a little bit later— quietly sink- 
ing Quite a few dollars iulo Ihoso bonds and commenting, 
'•Well, after all. they're about as good an investment as 
a poi-son could find, and little enough for a person 
to do!" 

So it looks as though Antioch is going to keep 
up its fine record in the buying of bonds, and the same 
will no doubt be true of. our adjoining communities.

— which is as it should be. 

Then, on a smaller scale, but nevertheless worthy 
of the attention that is drawn to it once a year, is the 
"March of Dimes" campaign for the aid of suiTcrcrs 
from infantile paralysis. 

Antioch has luid first-hand knowledge of the need 
(or this work during the past two or three years, since 
local suITerei-s from infantile paralysis have received 
prompt and practical aid through the infantile paralysis 
funds of Lake county. 

While this campaign, in a sense, is an outright con- 
tribution, it too, may perhaps be classed as an "invest- 
ment," since it is an investment in the health and wel- 
fare of the nation. 

In a time of war, when cruelty and sulTering 
shadow much of the world, it is a cheering thought 
to know that a few dimes from this part of the coun- 
try, and a few dimes from some other part of the 
country may help someone else back to health and per- 
haps to happiness. 

Let's buy bonds for our welfare— and let's give a 



few dimes for the welfare of someone else— perhaps 
right here in our own community!

From where we sit— and maybe our view is a little 
warped, but it's the only view we've got— it looks to 
us as though there's sort of a conspiracy on all sides 
to put altogether too much "mystery" In politics.

Now, there may be three or four good ways of 
getting a thing done— we don't deny that— and we 
never did hold with the idea that all politicians are 
dishonest. There are some olTicc holders who are 
honest, sincere, hard-working and capable, and who 
can piny square and account honestly for their actions 
to their employers, the public. We commend them, and 
we believe that their work will not pass un-noticcd, 
although it may often seem as though it does. ^ 

It is only when someone starts a job of "covering- , 
up" and surrounding politics with an aura of mystery I 
that we. innocent, unsuspecting and provincial though 
we may be, begin to gel suspicious. ^ 

There arc some elections coming up this year, as 
evidenced by the nurry a lot of folks interested in poli- 
tics have been in of late months. , 

We just hope that the candidates for office, and 
the present holders of oiTices who are up for rc-clec- ' 
tion— not to mention party leaders— will play fair with 
their prospective employers, the people, by putting up 
their qnnlificalions and principles fair and square; and 
we hope every voter plays fair ami square by them, 
too, by getting out and voting, when the time comes, 
according to the very best of their knowledge. | 

We've had the opportunity of observing some pretty 
'■ horrible examples, here and there around the world, 
I of what happens when the people don't hold onto the ' 
reins of government, but let them be grabbed off by 
' gangs of mobsters. It COULD happen anywhere. i 
I Good gvoernmont doesn't start at the top. It 
' starts in the home, the community, the towrtship and 
the county, and works upward through the district, 
the state and the nation. I 

This idea isn't original with us. We don't even 
believe it was original with Benjamin Franklin, or who- 
ever else is credited with saying it first— but we be- ' 
lieve folks in general will agree that it's a pretty good 
idea to work on. 1

report: "A recent .survey by Fred-' 
crick A. Burdclt, consulting engi- - 
necr and chairman of the assocta- ! 
-■lion's trafllc committee, made in co- ,

ment. Regional Plan Association, 
Inc., Transportation .Association of 
America, Committee of Fifteen, and 
various transportation systems serv- 
ing the Times Square area, revealed 
that 0,-537,874 passengers are brought 
into that section weekly. By com- 
parison, that figure exceeds the to- 
tal population of the slate of Texas.

"New York's two giant railway 
terminals, the Pennsylvania Station 
and Grand Central Terminal, are 
constant 'feeders' to the great liquid 
population of Times Square. More 
than 80,000,000 passengers arrived 
and departed on trains from Penn- 
sylvania Station during the past 12 
months. During the same period, 
passenger trafilc at Grand Central 
Terminal was 58,421,073. Both rail- 
roads report increasing passenger 
business weekly. The great number 
who come in private automobiles or 
who may he classified as pedestri- 
ans is intangible and. therefore can- 
not be ost^fnated. Previous lo the 
ODT restrictions on pleasure driv- 
ing, it was estimated that 515,000 
motor cars coursed through Times 
Square in a week as compared with 
760,000 for a similar period four 
years ago, according to the police 
department, which also said that 80 
per cent of the former were pleasure 
cars. 



•'Never In the history of Broadway 
have so many people gone there to 
eat. Despite the dimout and ration- 
ing of food and gasoline, dining 
places are crowded both day and 
night. To some degree, government 
rationing of food is believed respon- 
sible for the number of diners out. 
Even the epicure Is to be found in 
tho throng. There are 200 service 
restaurants (eating places where 
guests are served at tobies by wait- 
ers or waitresses) In tho theatrical 
district. It is estimated that 5,0U0,- 
000 meals are served in the restau- 
rants, cafeterias and lunch rooms 
In that area each week. This figure 
docs not include those served at 
night clubs and cabarets located in 
the vicinity."

The * 53 licensed night clubs and 
cabarets, with a seating capacity of 
16,110, average 225,540 patrons each 
week, the report states. The 44 
motion picture houses,«tho seating 
capacity .of wliich is 06,490, have an 
average weekly attendance of 1,529,- 
408. The 39 legitimate theaters, with 
a seating capacity of 43,358, report 
an a%'erago weekly attendance of 
220,000. It is estimated that 11,000,- 
000 patrons will have attended legiti- 
mate productions in 1943. Three 
great war service agencies provide 
food ond entertainment for more 
than 03,700 men of the armed forces 
of the Allied nations weekly at cen- 
ters in Times Square. Attendance 
at the 43 churches is 20 per cent 
higher than a year ago. The 82 
hotels report near capacity busi- 
ness.

NEW YORK.— Plans for the Im- 
mediole training In American col- 
- leges, universities, and teclmlcal 
schools of a consldoroblc number of 
persons from occupied countries to 
prepare them to work in speclflc 
fields of reconstruction and rehabili- 
tation in their own lands have been !
